Is the Moon Made out 
of G.C.? 



At present the main topic of discussion every- 
where is a four lettered word that spells 
"Moon." No matter where you go you will hear 
the topic as though it were the only thing in the 
world. 

You enter your favorite restaurant and start 
to order grapefruit, chicken soup, and veal: You 
also want French fried potatoes and green peas. 
Why? You are hungry. But the waiter isn't 
writing down your or,der. He is bothered. 

"What is the Moon made of?" he asks you. 

Unless you give him a correct and sensible 
answer you may starve to death. Then you go 
outside. You are in a hurry. So you wave your 
hand for a taxi. Six come right up to you but 
you take the first one. 

"2398 Grand Avenue. House is on the south- 
east side. Brown bricks." 

But does he quickly shift into high and start 
for the destination you gave him? Not at all. 
There is a peculiar look on his face. Definitely, 
he like millions of other human beings is wor- 
ried. 

"What is the Moon made of?" he says softly. 

Again you. face this situation. Unless you give 
him a correct and sensible answer, you can re- 
main in that cab for the next two or three 
hundred years. 

What are you to do? You walk into a store. 
You want to buy a box of candy. So you speak 
i» the charming female clerk. 

"The big box of candy on the left, please." 

But she doesn't hear a word you said. Sixty 
three customers were in the store before you. 
They also gave orders. But she just returned a 
blank look with the repeated question. . 

"What is the Moon made of?" 

This could go on forever. The entire econ- 
omic activity of the country might come to a 
standstill. We are curious people. We want to 
know a lot of things. So I thought it might not 
be a bad idea if I went to the great expert on 
Moonology, Professor Henrichesker Muglosfuff- , 
sky. 

Through mutual friends an appointment was 
made. I explained the purpose of this visit. He 
was very kind. In four minutes he told me every- 
thing. But he can speak at the rate of fifty 
sentences a second. So I got hold of a tape 
recorder. He spoke into it and then I slowed 
it down in order to understand what he said. 
Here follows his exact words. The commas 



and periods are my contribution to this master- 
piece: 

"Years ago every little school boy and school 
girl was taught something about the Moon. 
They learned that the Moon was made out of 
Green Cheese. In some instances, the little boys 
learned the following Moon Poem; 

If you take one look, 
Away from your book, 
Use your right eye, 
Peep into the sky, 
You will see right there, 
Enjoying the fresh air, 
A big round green Moon, 
You can eat with your spoon. 

"This is a very important bit of evidence. For 
you can at once see the basic implication in it. 
The Moon was made of something you could 
eat. But what was the substance? We discovered 
that the little girls learned the following Moon 
Poem: 

The Moon is made of Green Cheese, 
The Odor is carried by the Breeze, 
And y ou g et a hig appetite, 
Want some cheese tonight? 
It is very expensive to buy, 
So please don't you cry, 
. Go home and get a big spoon, 
We will all eat up the Moon." 

So definitely, somehow there was an idea that 
the Moon was made out of cheese. I have traced 
both poems to the work of one Ludwiger 
Nunsence who lived about the year 1832. For- 
tunately his library has been preserved in his 
home town. I visited it and found his original 
manuscript with many notations on it. From 
this I learned that he was told the Moon was 
made out of Green Cheese by one Robert Des- 
moulin who claimed he visited the Moon in the 
year 1827. 

This Robert Desmoulin visited all the big 
cities in Europe. He offered for sale a delicious 
cheese which was known as "Green Cheese from 
the Moon." However a bitter argument sprung 
up among the cheese people. Was it not possible 
that there were other kinds of cheeses on the 
Moon? 

From what I can gather, this Robert Desmou- 



tin never made a statement that in any man- 
ner whatsoever could be interpreted as exclud- 
ing the possibility that other types of cheese 
helped to make up the Moon. In fact, Shugera 
Blintzer, in the year 1867 said that he was 
definitely convinced that the Moon also con- 
sisted of Swiss Cheese. If you look at a round 
big Swiss Cheese for ten minutes and then look 
at the Moon, you will notice a close similarity. 
The so-called craters on the Moon resemble the 
empty spaces in a Swiss Cheese. 

However I must warn you not to look at the 
Moon for more than ten minutes. Otherwise 
you will get hungry and shout at the top of 
your lungs: 

"A slice of bread, please. I want to eat some 
Swiss Cheese." 

You can at once realize what happened when 
the study of Shugera Blintzer was published. 
All over the world manufacturers of the dif- 
ferent kinds of cheeses asked the same question: 

"What about our brand of cheese?" 

They say that in the year of 1890 a million 
dollars was collected to finance an expedition 
to the Moon to make a definite study of the 
kinds of cheeses that made up this sphere in the 
Universe. The idea was to send up a Balloon 
into the sky. Attach a rope underneath. Then 
an automatic cheese digger would bring back 
samples of the cheeses on the Moon. It is 
claimed that fifty thousand miles of strong rope 
were bought. But the rope manufacturers just 
couldn't make a rope long enough to reach 
from this Earth to the Moon. So the idea finally 
had to be abandoned. 

Recently, my rival, Professor Ulways Rung 
has claimed that the words: "Green Cheese" 
are definitely a misprint. They should be "Cream 
Cheese." This is a mere trifle. If you wear green 
eye glasses and look at cream cheese, then 
definitely it does look green. Hence you would 
be corrected if you stated that the substance in 
front of you was Green Cheese. We also sus- 
pect that everything up in the area of the Moon 
has a green tint to it. So that any kind of a 
cheese would look to the viewer as a kind of 
green cheese. 

I have no desire whatsoever to get into any 
argument with the modern cheese people today. 
Maybe they should all get together and create 



a new cheese. However I definitely feel that the 
matter of a tariff upon cheese from the Moon 
is something that will affect the pocketbook 
of every human being on this Earth. Should the 
tariff be so much per ounce? Or should it be 
based upon the value of a given section of 
cheese? 

There have recently been spread false rumors 
to the effect that I am personally interested in 
a company which is trying to get a concession 
on the Moon to mine cheese. Ultimately it may 
be that the Moon will supply cheese to all the 
other planets in the Universe. When that day 
finally comes, it will be a wonderful sight to see 
Space Ships all loaded with cheeses going in- 
between the Meteorites. But definitely, under 
no condition whatsoever, should we allow any 
Space Ship to carry advertisements on the hull. 
It would be bad taste. I refer not to the cheese 
but to the sign on the outside of a Space Ship 
telling people that cheese A is better than 
cheese B. 

Competition is said to be the spice of life. 
I see no reason whatsoever to prevent cheese 
makers on this planet from trying to compete 
with cheese from the Moon in the Planetary 
markets. And also, they might get together 
and swap trade secrets on what gives each 
cheese its individual taste. 

Probably it will be a very important point of 
international law, and no doubt, there may be 
bitter words about it. But would it not be a 
good idea to give every country on Earth a 
definite area on the Moon from which to get 
cheese? Please do not misunderstand me. X am 
intelligent enough to look a hundred years into 
the future and see the awful result. 

If we take all the cheese away from the 
Moon — we won't have a Moon left. Even a 
two year old baby knows that the Moon reflects 
the light from the Sun. However, when we have 
eaten up all the cheese that composes the Moon, 
we will build a Space Station. On it will be a 
very big mirror. Half of this mirror will reflect 
the tight of the Sun which will take the place 
of the Moon. The other half of the mirror will 
reflect a big sign which should read as follows: 
"Eat Earth Cheese."
